With the civic election campaign entering into its last 
stages tonight, and with both the Civic Government Associa- 
tion and Labor headquarters’ working feverishly over last 
minute organization plans, indications are that Monday’s 
voting will be the heaviest in the history of Edmonton, 

Interest in the campaign has warmed up considerably in 
the past few days, and on Friday every meeting was well 
attended, while the frequent interruptions and the universal 
heckling of all candidates by followers of their opponents 
showed that more than ordinary feeling has been injected 


into the campaign. 
Far Into the Night 

Followipg the meetings little groups 
gathered on street corners, in the ro- 
tundas of the halls, and even inside 
the buildings themselves until ejected 
by sleepy janitors, and arguments 
waxed fast and furious. 

“IT tell you that a vote for Pelton is 
a vote for East. No Independent can 
be elected, and every time you throw 
a vote to Pelton you take it away from 
Douglas,” decalred one C.G.A, en- 
thusiast in a last minute effort to 
break support away from the “soft 
water” candidate. 

“That argument goes for us too,” 
shot back a Labor supporter, “A 
vole for Pelton 1s a vote against East,” 
and the arguments broke out afresh, 
both C.G.A. and Labor supporters 
finding agreement on only one point, 
that “no Independent mayoralty can- 
didate can be elected.” 

Progressive Policy

They would find {t good business to do 
so, I am in favor of the very highest 
wages possible for all workers,” Mr

The speaker held that the city was 
now in the financial position to carry 
out improvements which had been 
neglected during the hard times, and 
promised the most complete and com- 
prehensive local improvement program 
possible, giving heed to the demands 
of all districts, if elected on Monday

employe gives the fullest service and 
courtesy lo the public.

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Edmonton polling booths should be 
busy places on Monday. With 40,000 
names on the list, there should be a total 
vote upwards of 30,000. A figure much 
smaller than that would be evidence of 
widespread indifference as to civic af- 
fairs. <A figure higher than this would 
set anew record, and mark a high tide 
of public interest. 

Every voter who can do so should get 
to the polls. That is a duty which he 
owes to himself, to his neighbors, and to 
the city. Representative government is 
a misnomer when a heavy percentage of 
voters do not take the trouble to vote. 

There has been ample publicity during 
the campaign to enable every intelligent 
resident of this city to become informed 
as to the personalities and platforms of 
the candidates, and as to the merits of the 
money bylaws. Refusal to vote would in 
these circumstances be an admission of 
culpable ignorance or of deliberate disre- 
gard of civie interests. 


THE GARBAGE QUESTION 


Edmonton has hitherto enjoyed many 
of the advantages of a small town. In the 
matter of disposing of garbage the gen- 
eral policy has been to dump this wher- 
ever the dumping was good. When scttle- 
ment began to encroach upon the pre- 
scribed area of the day, and protests flew 
too thick around the council chamber, 
some more sequestered spot was chosen 
and thither went the garbuge. 

There are limits beyond which this 
convenient procedure cannot be followed. 
As Edmonton is growing, dumping places 
are getting scarce, and perhaps the popu- 
luce more particular. The taxpayers are 
accordingly being asked to vote $125,000 
with which to build an incinerator, which 
they ought to do in the interests of health 
and seemliness. 

It is in order to recall that during the 
year some bright mind at the city hall sug- 
gested that each householder be com- 
pelled to erect a garbage destroyer in his 
own back yard. Rather than that mal- 
odorous alternative, it is better to put up 
the money for the municipal plant, and 
localize the nuisance. 


SECONDARY STREET IMPROVEMENT 


The modest sum of $30,000 is being 
asked, in a bylaw to be submitted on Mon- 
day, to meet the city’s share of the cost of 
grading and gravelling streets. That the 
taxpayers will vote the money there is 
scarcely room to doubt. 

The grading of streets is one of thi 
primary duties of a municipal corporation, 
lf taxpayers cannot secure graded strects 
and sidewalks, the advantages of incor- 
poration for them would seem to be main- 
ly conspicuous by their abscnce. 

Gravelling is a poor substitute for pav; 
ing. But a gravelled roadway is a thou- 
sand per cent better than a dirt roadway, 
in wet weather or dusty weather. On 
streets where the cost of paving is prohibi- 
tive, gravel offers an altcrnative at a rela- 
tively low first cost. Considering the mile- 
age of streets in this far flung city, gravel 
is probably the best that can be hoped 
for in the way of street improvement in 
residential districts generally for many 
years. 

The only objection likely to be found 
with this bylaw is that the appropriation 
is not large enough. Next year’s council 
will be lucky if it can get by with an ex- 
penditure of only $30,000 os the city's 
share of grading strcets and laying gra- 
vel where that it petitioned for. 


THE PAVING PROGRAM 


The city’s paving program for next 
vear calls for $175,000, against $204,400 
authorized for the present year. The sum 
cannot be considered excessive, especially 
as about half the work planned consists 
‘n the reconstruction of pavement that 
was worn out years ago, and the balance 
of new construction that is many years 
overdue, 

It is planned to reconstruct the car 
tracks and lay the necessary paving on 
Jasper from 104th street to 109th; to do 
the same on 97th street from 103rd avenue 
to 104th; and on Whyte from the railway 
tracks to 105th street. These three pro- 
jects are all in the nature of repair jobs, 
and do not represent any gross gain in the 
length of paved roadway. 


In the way of new construttion it is 


proposed to pave McDougall hill and the 
low level bridge road, and the east side of 
124th street from Stony Plain road to 
LO7th avenue. Both these pieces of road- 
way have been a standing reflection on 
the community for years and they come 
properly within the schedule for immedi- 
ate attention, 

The balance of the money will allow 
some paving of cross streets, to be done 
at the discretion of next. year’s council, 
and on petition from the property-owners. 

As an installment on the huge under- 
taking of putting the strects in order, next 
year’s program does not promise to make 
the spectacular changes that were brought 
about by the construction and recon- 
struction of the past summer. But every 
item relatcs to worl: that should have been 
done before this, and to postpone any 
would only multiply troubles for some fu- 
ture season. 


THE “CLOSING” PLEBISCITE 

The city council has failed to take 
any measures whatever to put the public 
in possession of information as to the 
probable effects upon the business inter- 
ests of the city should the proposal be ap- 
proved that stores shall be closed for a 
half-day each week throughout the year. 
The voter will thus have to make his de- 
cision in the light of such knowledge on 
the subject as may happen to be available 
from his individual view-point, and of 
such representations as have been volun- 
tarily made by parties directly concerned 
in the issue. 

That is neither a fair position in which 
to place the voter, nor a safe method in 
which to deal with a matter of such im- 
portance to the businessmen of the city 
and to the city itself. The voters are in 
effect asked to sit as a jury and render 
judgment, with no effort made to bring 
out the evidence in the case. 

In these circumstances it will not be at 
all strange if the voters very generally de- 
cide to reject the proposal; and thus re- 
fuse to make any change in the present 
arrangement until they are told what the 
effect of the change would be upon the 
commercial life of the community. Should 
they do so, the present rule will continue, 
that shops are to be closed a half-day per 
week during the summer months, but may 
be kept open six full days per week in the 
winter season. 

To vote “no” is in fact the one way in 
which the voters can avoid the blind ac- 
ceptance of an unknown responsibility, 
and at the same time administer a de- 
served rebuke to the city council which 
has thrust them into a farcical situa- 
tion, 


THE CITY’S “PARKS” 

Edmonton needs a settled park policy. 
There cannot be very much doubt on that 
score in the mind of anyone who is fa- 
miliar with the situation. The city has 
park property galore, but only one park 
worthy of the name—-that on the south 
side of the river. 

Borden park used to be a fairly large 
and pleasant playground. Now it is a 
long way from bcing an arboreal compli- 
ment to the gentleman after whom it is 
named 

Probably most people have forgotten 
that there is an area in the city which 
used to figure on the map as Westmount 
park. In the dim and distant past the 
city spent a good many thousands of dol- 
lars in improving that property. The rate- 
payers have got nothing for the money. 

Nothing has yet been done toward im- 
proving the small park areas provided for 
in the survey of the Hudson Bay reserve. 

The same consistent inattention has 
been given to the ravine park in the east 
end of the citysand the corresponding ra- 
vine in the west end. 

A new item is now added to the list of 
our park!ess park properties by the turi- 
ing over from the Dominion Government. 
of a portion of the old pentientiary 
grounds for a recreation centre. 

The $25,000 that is being asked for in 
one of the money bylaws will not go far 
toward creating parks out of these areas. 
That sum would hardly restore the most- 
used parks to the conditions they had tcn 
or fifteen years ago. But it will at least 
do something toward that end; and it is 
to be hoped the money will be voted by a 
majority decisive enough to show that 
there is a wide and aggressive interest in 
the question of park development. 

It is high time that a beginning were 
made to carry through some sane, contin- 
uous program of park improvement which 
will give the people of the city a return 
for the money they put into these proper- 
tics and the money they have lost because 
of their removal from the tax list. A good 
majority for the park bylaw would be no- 
tice to next year’s council that it is ex- 
pected to evolve such a policy and get it 
under way.

DESERT DATES 

The date tree is unusual in that the male ani female flowers grow on 
separate trees. For this reason the lady date tree isn’t very much good 
without a male tree somewhere in the vicinity. Dates were originally a Mo- 
hammgdan or Arabian product, and growers still follow the “harem” custom. 
They usually plant one male date tree for each acre 
of female date trees. 

The history of date growing is older than the his- 
tory of civilization, and we find it outlined both as to 
culture and methods of serving in the clay tablets of 
ancient Assyria, It is almost the national industry of 
the Arabs, and we are always closely associating the 
name of dates with the Arabian sheiks riding across 
the immense desert regions on camels. The Arabs have 
long sincg held the date in great esteem, since it is a 
very satisfying food, due to the large amount of carbo- 
hydrates which it contains, and its concentrated food 
value is important to those who cross dreary wastes 
where every ounce counts 

Dates are one of the few foods which can be grown in the desert re- 
gions of the world where there are Jong sunny days with a high tempera- 
ture and dry air, One date tree may give as much as a hundred pounds of

Even 
late in the eighteenth century dwellers on the English 
coasts considered themselves the lawful heirs of all 
drowned persons, and held that thelr first duty in the 
case of a wince was re secure 9 ea own peggy 
ree +{| property which Providence had thus cast upon their 
be Mata Fak Grad shores! ‘The idea of saving anyone never presented 
itself. There was even a superstition against it. In 

1°76 Burke made an attempt to end this state of affairs by bringing in a

district where the wreck occurred. The county gentlemen violently opposed 
the bill; the government of the day sided with them and threw the bill out! 
The great storm of 1703 brought about an extraordinary example of this 
callous attitude. Some tvvo hundred men, wrecked on the Goodwin Sands, 
screamed for help as the tide gradually rose about them, The boatmen were 
too busy picking up wreckage to worry about them. The customs officers re- 
fused to help on the grounds that this was not the service for which their 
boats were provided. The mayor eventually rescued them himself, and shortly 
after shipwrecked seamen were placed in the same category as men wounded 
in action, It is an amazing story, isn't it? |

Dahomey and Congo. The Proverbs 
were rgd translated in 1918 while

the Bible. They have so much in 
common with these old writings; in 
fact millions of them are living toda; 
under conditions resembling those tha: 
existed In the days of Abraham. 

“In 1909 a beginning was made tn 
translating the Old Testament, The 
Christians in those parts are not con- 
tent with “half a Bible,’ ‘as they call 
the New Testament, but insist on hav- 
in= the whole Word of God, The 
books of Genesis, Exodus, Joshua, 
Judges and Ruth were translated in 
| this order. A note at the end of Gen- 
esis reminds me that the first draft 
translation was made on the 8.5. Ap- 
pam while travelling between Africa 
and England. Also the first draf’ 
translation of 1, 2 Samuel was madc 
on board ship while proceeding t 
Canada on furlough. The two books

PEAKING of real estate booms, were you 

ever at Fort McMurray in northern Al- 

berta? In these days of northern develop- 
ment this place is spoken of as an old trading 
post that is gradually taking upon itself the 
semblance of a town. Actually Fort MeMur- 
fay was a planned city before many of the 
present prosperous Canadian towns were even 
thought of. 

Although 300 miles north of Edmonton, and 
at that time far from a railroad, McMurray 
was the scene just before the war of one of 
the wildest real estate booms in the history of 
the west. The cause of the flurry was the dis- 
covery there of vast deposits of bituminous 
sands which sent the country oil mad. Specu- 
lators flocked in, squatters erected fences long 
enough to get title to pieces of pronerty, then 
aold them at enormous prices. A few old home- 
steaders found themselves wealthy. 
Most of them lost thei One, overwhelm- 
che of forty thousand good dol- 
hundred miles to the end of 
steel and craving real action. chartered a spe- 
cial train to convey him to sunny California, 
Another got $30,000, and still another %35,000, 
but it all went the same wa 

The thing didn’t last. There was & serie 
lively sessions in various cities, the valuable 
deposits were found to be too far from tran 
portation, the bubble burst, and the tumult 
died. Lots that had been snapped up at $1,500, 
later, at a tax sale, sold for as low as $8. The 
prodigal sons, stony broke and sick of civiliza- 
tion, returned to the settlement.

Who Can Solve Separation Riddle? 


S OM® 50 miles north of Edmonton the farm 
lands merged into bush which gradually be 
came more sparse until the most noticeable 
thing about the country was i‘s stunted tre 
growth and vast deposits of muskeg. Along 
rivers and valleys there was much good tiinber, 
with an occasional saw mill and some farming. 

The town of greatest importance en route 
is Zac La Biche, at which point motor traffic 
reaches a terminus, and the train stops several 
hours. Here is a beautiful lake with a summer 
hotel built some years ago, and soon to be 
thrown wide open again after a period reported 
to have been somewhat lethargic. 

Daylight next morning found us in a coun 
try of bush, muskeg, old construction camps and 
flag stations, with only remote patches of land 
suitable for future agriculture, but much of it 
valuable no doubt in many ways that only re- 
main to be discovered. 

About noon we began the long descent int 
the valley of the Clearwater, and here was 
timber and underbrush with the thick luxuriant 
growth of a jungle. Towering trees of every 
species including white birch of enormous size, 
were supported by shrubs and fruit-bearing 
bushes of every type found in the west. The 
usual “grew in profusion” doesn't begin to 
describe it, 

Half way down the long grade we stopped

These oi] soaked sands have been found of

great value in many ways, particularly in con- 
nection with road building. For years experi- 


ments have been carried out in an endeavor 
to find some way of separating the oil and 
sand. Several test mines have been worked, 
and at present laboratories in every part of the 
country are working on this problem, From 
the train we could see, far up on the cliff face 
an exudation of an oily, tar-like substance 


brought forth by the hedt of the noon day sun. 
(There may be an idea there—who knows.) 
When this separation riddle is solved McMur- 

y, with its reported deposit « ome 10,000 
miles adjacent, should be what is known 
as “sitting pretty.” 

At Waterways there are, chiefly, the of- 
fices and warehouses of two large fish com- 
pani.s, several attractive stenographers, a base 
of the Western Canada Airways, and Colone! 
Jim Cornwall. 

The fish companies handle the catch from 
Lake Athabasca, which between June 27th and 
September 7th this year amounted to 2,500,000 
pounds. Brought down the Athabaska river by 
boat much of the catch is frozen for shipment 
far south and east, while the remainder is chill- 
ed and rushed on the market fresh. It is an in- 
dustry that employs a great number of men who 
in spite of a short season find the business a 
profitable one. The day we landed there was 
the finish of the season and a boat had arrived 
crowded with outgoing fishermen, who—but 
we'll ste later in the day. 

The stenographers were—maybe we'd bet 
ter wait and see them at the dance, too. 

The base of the Western Canada Airways 
has, since its establishment a year ago played 
a large part in the development of the worth, 
It is from this base that "Punch” Dickins takes 
off on his history-making flights into the bleak 
and barren wastes, when emergencies or ordin- 
ary charter trips call the turn. From Water- 
ways to the Arctic with side trips into all 
kinds of interesting and unknown places th’ 
pilot, last year winner of the McKee trophy, 
makes his way—accompanied by his equally 
famous air-engineer “Loo the Loop.” 

With the co-operation of planes and radio, 
many strange things have been accomplished 
in this territory. Leaving aside the dangerous 
hops that go to mak. up the lives of these men, 
consider some of the things which, because con- 
sidered ordinary are usually overlooked. There 
is the case of a lone trapper far down north 
near the mouth of the MacKenzie river, who, 
when he could endure the craving no longer, 
sent a radio message to Edmonton to be relayed 
back to a merchant in McMurray by wire: 
“Next time Punch comer this way for the love 
of heaven send some grapefruit to take the 
taste of six months’ fish out of this old fish 
trap mug of mine.” The grapefruit was sent 
and the plea contained in the message gave the 
merchant an idea. 


Oranges at $7.50 « Dozen 
ie ISTEN to this you folks who kick when 
oranges are 60 cents a dozen. 

This merchant, Skelton by name, took a 
chance. Many people in the far north might 
want fresh fruit, But then again they mightn't, 
and it was going to cost real money to find out. 
The merchant got hold of the Airway’s agent 
and it was all arranged. Three cases of oranges 
consigned to Aklavik at the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzic, 1,510 air m..es distant, "were weirhed 
and billed at the rate of $5.15 a pound. lor a 
65-pound case that just digures out at $204.76.

Rather than be a piker Mr, Skelton added three 
more cases of fruit—hen fruit. The six cases 
averaged up at $190 a case. Punch promised 
to peddle them. And did he! There on the 
edge of the frozen Arctic white men and natives 
fell over themselves to get fresh oranges and 
eggs at $7.50 a dozen, and sang the praises of 
a merchant who was willing to take such a 
chance in order that this miracle might be 
brought about. 


On another occasion a man who runs a 
restaurant at Fort Resolution réceived an order 
for a chicken dinner party. Again the radio. 
A message was sent to Edmonton, wired back 
to McMurray, and going north that same day a 
plane carried the wherewithal for the dinner 
party that night—from fresh fowl to real 
cream. 

A line-up on Waterways would not be com- 
plete without mention of Colonel Jim Cornwall, 
known for years by everyone all over the north 
as “Peace River Jim.” Although old enough 
to have been one of the first white men to 
settle in the Peace river territory, the colonel 
is still young enough to take a keen and active 
interest in many of the new developments. 
Thirty years ago he was running a stopping 
place and saw-mill on Lesser Slave lake, in a 
country new to white settlers. To-day, with 
Waterways as a base, he is promoting the dis- 
covery of oil and mineral deposits, doing his 
fair share of fur trading, and at the time of 
writing he happens to be mushing a dog team 
over the Barrens a thousand miles from civiliza- 
tion, Possessed of a fund of knowledge of the 
north in its every mood, Colonel Cornwall is 
regarded as one of the foremost figures on Can 
ada’s vast frontier. 

The three miles of valley road between 
Waterways and Fort McMurray is built of a 
clay that develops a clinging nature at the 
least sign of moisture in the air. Several taxis 
are available including one driven by northern 
Alberta’s premier dog musher-ess. 


The life of this young lady, Cassie Owens, 
is a real example of what can be accomplished 
by a woman who dares to compete with man in 
his most hazardous undertakings, This young 
lady pilots a dog-team, not on the streets of her 
home town for the sake of show, but out on the 
lonesome trail where a single mistake may mean 
days and nights of hunger or freezing. Many 
trips she made from McMurray to Edmonton. 
For some years Jone handed she drove her half 
wolf huskies north from McMurray with the 
mail, over a trail that held small hope of rescue 
should her strength or wit, fail. Sleeping under 
the stars and facing cold and storm, she car- 
ried on. Her dog. she trained herself, but 
many times had been warned by the men. 

“You can’t treat wolf dogs with kindness 
and depend on them,” they told her repeatedly, 
“you've got to use the whip.” The girl driver 
disagreed with them. Her dogs were treated 
with every kindness and seemed for awhile “to 
respond, Then gradually they began to draw 
away from her, and at last came a showdown. 
Kindness proved of no avail; the whip was no 
better; and at last when they had become so 
treacherous that it was no longer safe for any- 
one to approach them, their girl owner was 
forced to take up her rifle and kill every mem- 
ber of her beloved team. Since that time she 
has raised others, and when cold weather sets 
in and her motor is put away, this fearles 
daughter of the north takes the lone trail with 
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express or mail, sleeping in the open and liv- 
ing off the country like the men who com- 
prise her business opposition. 


On the Edge of Things 


F ORT McMURRAY being the gateway to the 

north is still pretty much a frontier town. 
Ancient log cabins range side by side with up- 
to-date stores and residences, White-collared 
business men mingle with trappers and traders 
from the wilderness. A corifortable frame hotel 
is aided in its work by a venerable annex built 
of logs. The little log school house was two 
years ago replaced by a building modern in 
every respect, on which not a penny is owed. 
The department of the interior, the forestry 
department and the mounted police have head- 
quarters there, while boats and scows of al! 
sizes move in and out, 

Being a frontier town it has its many 
frontier characters. We had the privilege of 
meeting Paul Fontaine, a man born some 86 
years ago in the Red River valley, who has 
travelled every Jake and stream in the great 
northwest. 7 vers and lakes still spoken of to- 
day as being in the wilderness were an open 
book to Paul Fontaine over half a century ago. 
“It was hard work,” he told us, “one trip a year 
from MeMurray to Norway House on Lake 
Winnipeg to get supplies that had been brought 
there from York Factory on Hudson's Bay. 
We would leave here with fur as soon as the 
ice was out in the spring, and many times the 
ice would be forming again when we got back 
with the .year’s supplies for our territory. 
Oh, it was hard—hard,” he repeated, as inemory 
broveht back old time aches to the bent old 
shoulders. “York boats, portages, rapids, spills, 
cold, wet, misquitoes—always poling and row- 
ing—poling and rowing. Ah, it was hard— 
hard work,” he sighed. “Twenty-four pounds 
a year, we got, and our tobacco, We were 
happy in those times. I'd still be happy if I 
could go back to my cabin. It’s like old times 
there.” 

We learned on enquiry that Mr. Fontaine 
spent the summers at his cabin 80 miles up the 
Athabaska, returning to Fort McMurray for 
the winters, This year, owing to ill-health, he 
had been unable to leave for his cabin, and now 
when his health would permit it, approaching 
cold weather would not, The north still shel- 
ters a few of these hardy old pioneers, who 
braved its dangers nnd conquered its hardships 
for the old twenty-four pounds a year--and 
tobacco, 

Many of the McMurray residents, like dwel- 
lers on the edge of things anywhere, are people 
to whom the sham and glare of the city has 
become something to be avoided. There are old- 
timers who came there when they had to walk 
the 800 miles from Edmonton, and who have 
not since been back out or even on a train. 
Where they are there is everything needed for 
1 comfortable and contented life, so their con- 
tention is “Why go elsewhere” They are in a 
position to see all their friends as they oytfit 
for, or return from, the great Mackenzie basin. 
They are the centre of frontier activity and 
whether or not they realize it, there is a pull to 
such a life that the lure of the city never can 
overcome, 

The night the fishermen arrived from the 
north there was a dance, The season of work 
was over, and the season of pley opened up

with a bang. In the crowd was every imagin: 
able type and nationality, the whole presided 
over by a mistress of ceremonies who, having 
known the town in its earliest and wildest days, 
handled everything and everyone with an easy 
goodnature that was infectious. There were 
men in knee rubber boots, men in moccasins, 
men in sock feet having laid aside caulked boots, 
and men in patent dancing shoes. 

There was smart, well-tailored clothing, and 
checker-board mackinaws that would knock 
your eye out. Certain men who, judging from 
their manner, belonged in dress clothes, glided 
with their partners through the crowd, garbed 
in ragged and mud-stained duds, thinking, no 
doubt, of two nights later when, back in the city 
with @ season's surveying, geologizing, or other 
field work behind them, they could again eat 
without eternally wondering how much sugar 
there was left or what an egg might taste like. 


Northern Girls Have Sophistication 


UT if some of the men were inclined to be 

temporarily unkempt, their dancing part- 
ner didn’t seem to notice it. Apologies were not 
offered. On the frontier it is as bad form to 
apologize for your appearance—unless possibly 
a week’s growth—as it is to expect an apology. 

These girls on the edge of things may differ 
from city girls in some ways but certainly not 
in the way of dress. All were well and taste- 
fully dressed. In the north at least, the day 
nf backwoods, small-town girls is gone forever. 
Many of them are sent outside to be educated, 
and those who aren’t are able to benefit from 
those who are, 

The old-time flashy and fluffy style of thing 
usually associated with the out-of-town girl is 
altogether missing, and added to this new-found 
sophistication of dress, the frontier-town girl 
possesses an understanding of real things and 
real people that the city girl has had little 
chance to acquire. 

Not all of these rough-clad men off the 
season's last boat had spent the summer in the 
wilds, but many of them had. One was a 
trapper who had not been outside in fifteen 
years, but who was familiar with new develop- 
ments through contact with planes and radio, 
Another, geologist with a well-known mining 
company, had been in for a year and was on 
his way out to learn to fly his own plane in 
readiness for the next season's activity. 

Nothing exciting had happened him except 
that one night in the dead of last winter he, 
with his party, had wakened to find the tiny 
cabin that housed the provisions in flames, and 
their grub-pile suddenly diminished to a sack 
of beans and a pound of coffee, with the only 
remaining receptacle or cooking utensil, a water 
pail. Luckily a plane was nearly due and ap- 
peared within a few days. A few hours after 
it had left the hungry camp it was back with a 
load of supplies. Thus an affair that ordinarily 
might have ended in tragedy became, through 
the use of plane service, merely something to b2 
chuckled about in the various camps. 

Strange stories some of these men can tell, 
Even the true ones are strange. Stories of 
planes lost in a smoke haze flying so far from 
their course that a landing was made at The 
Pas, Manitoba, instead of at Fort “{eMurray, 
Alberta, The story of a letter audressed simply 
“Mr. J. So and So, Alberta” coming from a dis- 
tant count’; and being delivered to the right 
man, on his trap-line, a thousand miles from a 
railroad, Stories of th. Fort Norman, and other 
districts where a man may stop his outfit, turn 
on a flow of natural gas, cook food for himself 
and his dogs and go on his way. Stories of 
years ago on the Waterways branch when the 
train would stop, one of the crew would take to 
the bush to re-appear half an hour later with a 
nice fox or a mink or a marten, taken from his 
trap-line. Stories of an early-days restaurant 
in McMurra, where one man took the orders, 
shouted them with detailed instructions through 
a hole into the kitchen, and later nonchalantly 
strolled kitchen-ward himself, where he pro- 
ceeded to obey his own orders, the cafe being 
strictly a one-man affair. 

Fort McMurray may have iis frontier char- 
acters, but at the same time the town is largely 
composed of live citizens who, although they 
have met with nicre than their fair share of 
disappointments are convinced of the future im- 
} rtance of the place due to its strategic loca- 
tion and unlimited natural resour. 2s, Even as 
this is written western newspapers are head- 
lining the name of Fort McMurray twice on the 
same front page. One item announces the erec- 
tion of an up-to-date seaplane drome and the 
establishment of the Commercial Airways head- 
quarters at McMurray. Another makes known 
the fact that a reliable concern has definitely 
decided to open up and develop on a lerge scale 
the salt mines at that same point. 

Soon the town will be humming with indus- 
try. The salt mines, air bsses, and the ever 
increasing northern treff'> which must pass 
through its gates should mak¢ of McMurray 
an important centre, with the world’s greatest 
deposit of bituminous sands simply waiting for 
the discovery of a formule that will bring about 
the recovery of its immense wealth. 

After many set-backs this town of disap 
pointments is coming into its own. The dreams 


of the faithful few who hung on through the 
years of tough times, will have come true, May 
these stickers, along with those who are making 
it possible, be the ones to reap from this new 
development the greatest returns in weelth a

But to be| 
perfectly fair to all concerned, the 
disappearance of the parrot cannot 
be charged altogether to the In- 
dians and the plume hunters of a 
later date, as the bird's presence 
was a real menace to the farmers 
and the fruit-growers of a few | 
generations ago Living, as they} 
did in great colonies, they played| 
havoc in apple orchards and 
wheat-fields; so it was but natural 
that the planters counted them 
among their worst enemies, and 
waged a war of oxtermination 
upon the feathered pests 

So, taking it altogether, the life 
of the only North American parrot 
was not as placid as it might have 
been. From the time when the 
Red Men coveted the brilliant 
plumes, to the days of the irate 
fruit- grower, and the modern 
plume-hunter with his long range 
rifle; the main object in life of 
this much-wanted bird, was to keep 
from parting with Its precious skin 
—or rather, its feathers 

In the old days, the Carolina 
parrot contented himself with such 
fuod as the seed of the cockle- 
burr; the sycamore, and the cy- 
press, as well as the fruit of the 
paw-paw, the mulberry, and the 
wild grape, without bothering cul- 
tivated fruits and grain —for the 


simple reason, there wasn't any. 
At that time, all sorts of nuts 
tasted good to him, and he had 


little trouble in getting at the meat 
with his nut-cracker bill. 

When a wild parrot goes to sleep, 
he doesn’t exactly use his bill for 
a pillow, but he does use It as a 
support for the head, by hooking 
It to some projection, or fastening 
it tight in a crevice of the bark. 
The paroquet, or Carolina parrot,

though his tongue is hard and 
round, and his beak has the con- 
ventional parrot curve. But don't 
imagine that because he cannot be 
taught to talk, that he ts a ailent 
member of the family, as he can 
probably make more harsh, un- 
Pleasant sounds than any bird liv- 
ing. 

They seem to have gotten it In 
their heads that loud conversation, 
interspersed with unearthly shrieks 
and screams, is a mark of good 
breading, and goes to show that 
they are In high society. Though 
two of them may be eitting as 
close together as they can squeeze, 
they yell their remarks in a tone 
of voice that carries a mile. 

That is one reason why they 
have never been popular as pets; 
though I{t is said that the Mexicans 
liked them and at one time, nearly 
every Mexican home housed a na- 
tive parrot 

When a healthy, full - grown 
paroquet Nad something on its 
mind that it desired to make pub- 
lic, it proceeded to throw sounds 
into space, that would make a 
boller factory sound like mountain 
solitude 

The paroquets that used to live 
in this country, nested in February 
and March, when they gathered in 
flocks, and went to some gloomy, 
out-of-the-way cypress swamp for 
the raising of the babies. 

The nests were flimsy affairs, 
and were usually built on the fork 
of a horizontal limb, and contained 
four or five greenish white eggs. 
The nests were: so carelessly con- 
structed that one could stand on 
the ground and count the eggs; 
and when the young were hatched, 
they had plenty of use for their 
hooked bills and claws, In holding 
on, so that they would not fall 
through. Sometimes the nests were 
placed in hollow limbs, or in 
rotted-out cavities of the trunks 

The flight of the bird was easy 
and undulating, like that of the 
woodpecker, only much more rapid, 
and while on the wing, they kept 
up a continual chatter, 

They were very affectionate, and 
if one was wounded, the whole 
flock would gather and show thelr 
concern by the loudest cries. At 
such times, they seemed to lose al! 
fear of man, and would hover 
around refusing to leave the one 
in distress, until the last member 
of the colony could be shot. This 
praise - worthy characteristic, no 
doubt proved a big factor in their 
total destruction, When nature 
sat down to determine what colors 
this parrot should wear, she evi- 
dently had all her paints with her; 
so she dabbed on a little green 
here, a little yellow there, a little 
blue somewhere else, and then @ 
dash of orange, and finished up
